ing Association never accepted his ap- 
plication for mombersWp in a-Home 
Buyers iJeague, tor that such a league 
was organized, and denies that any 
constitution or by-laws was adopted 
by any Home Buyers 
Leagua of 


wiico, he became a member. He de- 
I.ie§ that he ordered included all tho 
"extras" put in the house. 


Mr. Hagan l;ved in the house built 


In Bismarck from November 22, 1920, 
until November 12, 1921, ha* said, and 
now denies 
that he occupied the 


house in'any other relation than that 
tf a tenant. 
Particular interest is 
attached to Mr. Hagan's case as ha 
abandoned the house after It became 
known that 
the cost of state-built 


houses would greatly exceed the esti- 
mates, and because Mr. Hagan was a 
•member of the Jndustrial Commission, 
charged with general management of 
the home building enterprise. 


Denies Responsibilty 
Mr. Hagan admits that as a mem- 


ber of the Industrial Commission "he | 
was somewhat familiar with the ac- 
tual business of said association; but 
expressly denies that as such mem- 
ber he was chargeable wJth knowledge 
of all the' activities and conduct of 
the 
<manager, 
subordinate 
officer, 


agents and employes of said Home 
Building f Association," 
and 
denies 
that as member, of the commission 
he approved and ratified all the acts 
of these employes. 
" The Home Building Association 
placed the cost of Mr. Hagan's house 
at $8,892.98. In his answer Mr. Ha- 
gan says: Defendant further denies 
that the actual cost of the house 
which, he occupied as tenant for the 
period aforesaid, including the lot up- 
on which, it a erected, was the sum 
of $$8»2.9S; or that defendant at 
any tme agreed to pay to plantff such 
sum for said house; or that said house 
was at any time, or now is of the 
value of $8,892,98." 


Hagan 
makes

counter-claim 


against the state for the money he 
has put into the house.

G' BIa'ne WaS the apostle of reciprocity among 


In our previous article we pointed out that the relations 


between a bank and its regular patrons are of an intimate 
anfi reciprocal nature 
The deposits of a commercial bank 


aie supplied mainly by its regular customers and in the 


' WSB 
°.m .a f^nd °f workinK capital, brought together 
with the understanding that each contributar may draw any 
part or all of his own deposit absolutely at will, and that 
he may have the privilege of borrowing from the fund' upon 
proper terms from time to time to meet his further needs. 


The banker manages these common funds. He determines 


their distribution. He receives the deposits in the form of 
a jrrcat variety of items of credit, payable in all parts of 
the world. 
Ife gathers these funds together and assumes 


the risks of keeping them and employing them, and under- 
takes to keep them so readily available -that he can meet lihe 
shifting demand of the numerous contributors both for cash 
and loans. 


In other wcrds, the first duty of a- banker is to keep the 


funds of a bank sufficiently liquid to meet all demands for 
withdrawals. 


, There is nothing of the nature of monopoly about the 


hanking business. 
It controls na natural resource or op- 


portunity; Its earnings are from current business, its cus- 


• t.^nurs are alternately creditors and debtors. 


A go^i banker will study the interests of his patrons,

amendment proposed was to give per- 
mission to sell beer in the canteens 


Perhaps one of the measures for 


which Senator McCnmber will be re- 
membered longest, is the pure food 
law. He ia the father of the present 
national pure food laws, and began 
the fight in April, 1902, when he was 
chairman of the committee on manu- 
factures. On the 25th of that month, 
he made his great opening speech on 
the question, in which he said: "Mr. 
President, this is not a question which 
affects alone the health and purse of 
the people. It is a thousandfold great- 
er than this. It affects the manhood 
of the American people, their honesty,

their ideals. It affects all that makes 
or tends to make a nation great and 
powerful, and which blesses it with 
longevity if not 
perpetuity.

Tlie Pare Food Fight. 


The Senator made an 
exhaustive 


analysis -of fraud in the adulteration 
of food, of dishonest practices, of the 
manufacture of "food" which proved 
poisonous.

The fight over the pure fopd ques- 


tion was long and bitter, extending 
over four years. It was re-introduced 
by Senator Heyburn, and became

Grand Forks, N. D. April 8—The 


Turtle Mountains, that peculiar form- 
ation which rises above the surround- 
ing country in Bottineau and Rolette 
Counties and extends'north into Can- 
ada, 
is in reality an extension of the 


Missouri 
Highlands 
or 
the Great 


Plains heights of Western North Da- 
kota according to Prof. A. G. Leonard 
of the State 
University 
here. 
The 


present 
valley, 
through 
which the 


present Mouse river flows, first south 
and then north, and which divides the 
mountains from the Western 
high- 


lands, was cut by prehistoric rivers, 
according to Mr. Leonard. 


"The name Turtle Mountains," eaM 


Prof. Leonard, when asked to define 
the geological history of the high mass 
of ground, "is applied to the high, 
rough, plateau-like, area occupying a 
portion of northern Bottineau and Ro- 
lette counties, North Dakota, and ex- 
tending across the boundary into Can- 
ada. The Mountains have a length of 
over forty miles, a width of twenty- 
five miles and rise 400 to 600 feet 
above the surrounding plain. 
Some 


of the higher points such as Butte St. 
Paul rise 2,300 feet above the sea. The 
general elevation of the plateau is 
from 2,000 to 2,100 feet above sea level.
